- Berlin. May 7.—A new German Cabinet is to have the task of 
rendering a derision on the Allied reparations terms, according 
to a statement made in the Reichstag by Chancellor Fehrenbach. 

After saying that the British text of the Allied protocol had 
reached Berlin Thursday evening, the Chancellor added: 

“The Cabinet will prepare most earefull.l all the material and 
data on which a decision will be a task for the new Cabinet." 

Berlin, May 7.—Members of the retiring Fehrenbach Ministry 
discussed the‘Allied iiltimfltum regarding reparations last night 
with the Foreign Relations Com¬ 
mittee of the Reichstag and the 
Reichstag party leaders held sep¬ 
arate conferences to-day for the pur¬ 
pose of determining their attitude 
toward the foreign issues involved 
in Che present crisis. It was declared 
they would decide as to the extent 
they would support a new Cabinet in 
its position on the Allied ultimatum. 

President Ebert#ad leading par¬ 
liamentarians have as yet not been 
able to agree on a parliamentarian, 
and d man who is out of public life 
who would be willing to undertake the 
formation of a new cabinet. The per¬ 
sonnel of the incoming Ministry can 
not be determined. even tentatively, 
until the pediticul parties interested 
have iinhotmced their position on the 
foreign issues now engaging the at- 
UltOeiF -Rehrhatag.

MR. FARRIS SPEAKS 
ON LIQUOR CONTROL 

Look For Good to Result From 
Recent Legislation 

Vancouver, B. C., May 7.—legisla¬ 
tion passed by the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment during the last session war 
reviewed by Hon. J. W. deB. Farris. 
Attorney-General and Acting Pre¬ 
mier. ut the fourth annual meeting 
of the British Columbia division of 
the Canadian Manufacturers’ Asso¬ 
ciation held Thursday evening. He 
referred to the consolidation of vari¬ 
ous imiKirtant acts, to the Govern¬ 
ments attitude regarding the exten-

, ly go into effect. 

Opening his address, Mr. Farris 
contended that public men could 
only give good service when they 
kept in touch w ith the pulse of pub¬ 
lic feeling, and for that reason he 
was phased to aiwak to the manu¬ 
facturers on Provincial legislation. ■ 
Hhe referred briefly to the ques¬ 
tion of equalization of freight rates 
and felt confident that Mr. McOeer 
I counsel for the Government would 
j successful in bringing about the 
d*sli»*d changes in rateg.

Mr Farris, they were the Land; 
Registry, the Trust Company’s and [ 
the Companies Acts. The ftrst men- 
J tloned had been consolidate^! after} 
two years consideration. 

On the subject of the P. G. E. the | 
Attorney-General dwelt at length, | 
WhiU* he did not wish to appe-.r: 
pessimistic, he desired to impress 
the manufacturers with the serious 
ness of the situation, it was costing 
several millions to complete the road 
into Prince George. **but this must

Alluding to the Liquor Control Act. 
Mr. Fnrri* said that the i»eople of . 
British Columbia had Imposed i 
heavy responsibility on the Govern- J 
ment in asking it to assume control 
of the liquor sale. He thought the 
Legislature had brought down a MIT 
that was as good as it was possible 
to have. *

’ expected, ths circular continues, that 
the Government would use its powers 
eo the arbitration could he finished as 
contemplated in the agreement. But 
rhe Government would not grant an 
extension of time, and so the powers 
of the arbitrators lapsed and the 
company was debarred from obtain¬ 
ing any award or prosecuting its ap¬ 
peal. 

Mssssgss. 

The circular proceeds to describo 
IResident Howard Ksllsy’s Journey 
her»*. refers to the messakes re¬ 
ceived since his arrival concerning 
the fresh legislation brought down by 
the Canadian Government, and adds: 

•This limit of time without a pos¬ 
sible extension would not be suffi¬ 
cient to complete tho appeal provid¬ 
ed for by the terms of tho original 
agreement.. This right of appeal is of 
vital importance, as a majority of the 
arbitrators refused to admit evidence 
concerning the physical value of the 
property upon which evidence coun¬ 
sel for the shareholders had largely 
relied to establish their cuse. The 
right of appeal, however, is recog- 
nled by a letter written to the com¬ 
pany’s counsel in Canada by the Can¬ 
adian lYime Minister in reply to a 
cable sent on April If of this year. 
The act of Parliament authoring 
the agreement stipulated that it 
must be accepted by the company 
befortf May 14, 1921, to insui* con¬ 
tinuance of arbitration proceedings. 
In visw of the Premier’s letter, the 
directors think it is unbelievable that 
there can be any doubt that sufficient 
ttfne Will he allowed by the Govern¬ 
ment to obtain a final awards They,' 
therefore. In view of the complica¬ 
tions that would arise if arbitration 
was not revived, advise the share- ■ 
holders to assent to the execution of 
the agreement between the Govern¬ 
ment and the company." 

The Canadian Associated Press is 
advised that ITesident Kelley will not 
address the meeting on May 12, un¬ 
less called upon by the shareholders. 

MANITOBA AND 

RESOURCES QUESTION 

Winnipeg. May 7.—Group leaders In 
the Manitoba legislature will ask 
the Federal authorities to agree to 
the principle of Manitoba’s right to 
the natural resources of the Province 
when they meet the Federal Govern¬ 
ment at Ottawa, May 20. 

Prof. Chester Martin will prepare 
the case for the Manitoba represent¬ 
atives at the conference. Hs stated 
that the Manitoba envoys would 
tin rely ask the Federal Government 
to agree to the principle. Following 
that agreement, details as to payment 
in lieu of natural resources and set¬ 
tlement for alienated lands ^uuld'be 
agreed upon. 

CHINESE REFUGEES 

BACK ON FARMS 

New York. May 7.—Hundreds of 
thousands of famine sufferers who 
wit.' concentrated in refugee camps 
in China during the Winter have been 
compelled by the authorities to return 
to their horns provinces and attempt 
raising new crops this year. 

This ucUan was taken, according 
to cable advices received from Pe¬ 
king by the China Famine Fund, be¬ 
cause officials considered it neces- 
•«ry for the good of the entire popu¬ 
lation that efforts be made for a har¬ 
vest this year throughout the fom're 
area. As the camp refugees were 
generally wet! fed during recent 
months, they were picked to pass the 
Summer months at their former 
homes. 

Refugees who started the home¬ 
ward Journey were supplied with food 
und money by relief organisations. 
In many cases, the famine victims 
were given food for two weeks and 
funds to buy additional food for a 
month. Seed for planting was fur¬ 
nished in abundance. 

Transportation was furnished free 
by the railroads.

COURT OF CANADA 

Ottawa, May 7 —(Canadian Preaa) 
—The Supreme Court of Canada yes¬ 
terday reserved Judgment in the 
British Colymbla case of Hawkes vs 
Hawks*. 

Bubaequently the court heard the 
case of Thorndyke Trenholme Com¬ 
pany vs. William Lyall Shipbuilding 
Company, an appeal from the Court 
of Appeal of Rritish Columbia affirm¬ 
ing the Judgment of the trial Judge. 

The appellant company is carrying 
on a brokerage business in Beattie, 
Wash., and by Its action claims the 
sum of $135,000 commission of flv'o 
per cent, upon six ships sold by th 
respondents to a Belgian purchaser in 
Paris, France.

Members at Ottawa Give Bill 
First Reading 

Ottawa, May 7.—A bill amending 
the Criminal Code in several par¬ 
ticulars was given first reading in 
the Commons yesterday afternoon. 

It waa introduced by Rt. Hon. C. J. 
Doherty, Minister of Justice. 

One clause makes illegal the pos¬ 
session of bombs without lawful ex¬ 
cuse, another deals with the exist¬ 
ing low in connection with the neces¬ 
sity of permits for the possession of 
firsarms. There is a provision mak¬ 
ing It an offence for persons who ure 
nqt married to each other to register 
at hotels as being married, and an¬ 
other making it an offence for in¬ 
toxicated persons to drive motor cars. 

A further special provision deals with 
the theft of motor cars. Another pro¬ 
vides for adding whippings os one of 
the punishments for rape, robbery or 
assault with Intent to rob; and yet 
another for the prosecation or what 
is known as the game of three card : 
monte. 

Other provisions give recorder's I 
courts Jurisdiction Jtnd power if a 
court of--record Is in Montreal, to 
keep Us records. 

Increased protection Is provided for 
oil and gas wells and also against 
cruelty to animals. 

Prisons. 

Third reading was given to tho 
bill umending, the lYlsons und Re¬ 
formatories Act. Gfie clause of the 
bill raises from 14 to 18 the age of 
persona liable to bo sent to peni¬ 
tentiaries. 

It had been argued, said Mr. 
liberty, referring to this clause, that 
the reformatories in many provinces 
were not prepared to take care of 
I boys and young women between slx- 
I teen and eighteen, and that it might 
be very dangerous for this class of 
criminals to assoclute with those of 
much younger ages. Mr. Doherty 
accordingly made a motion providing 
that the clause under discussion 
would only come Into efffet in such 
provinces as the Governor-In-Coun¬ 
cil might from time to time prescribe. 

In other words, the clause would be¬ 
come operative when the province 
had suitable accommodation for the 
Juvenile offenders. 

Judges. 

The House of Commons declined 
to concur in an amendment made by 
the Benate to the bill amending the 
Judges’ Act. 

The original bill provided against 
payment of traveling expenses :to 
Judges who do not Itve In the cities 
in which thoy are required to aiL The 
Benate amendment forbad* Judge* 
sitting on courts of inquiry, commis¬ 
sions or arbitrations. 

Mr. Doherty, in moving non-con¬ 
currence in th* Benate amendment, 
said It opened an entirely different 
question. It gave no opportunity for 
proper discussion, althougti it re¬ 
quired serious consideration. 

Highways. 

The highways policy of the Fed¬ 
eral Government came under review 
when the House took up an Itemrof 
$53,000 In the Railway Department 
estimates for the Co/nmisatoner of 
Highways and his staff. Previously, 
on introduction of the railway esti¬ 
mates, the Opposition had objected 
to the proposal to consolidate, for 
the purpose of discussion, Items of 
$5,000,000 for th# Canadian Govern¬ 
ment Railway deficit and $1,903,133 
for rolling stock with a series of 
miscellaneous amounts totalling 
$157,117,790. Hon. W. 8. Fielding de¬ 
clared these were object ionablo 
tactics, and savorsd of "passing the 
buck." Unanimous consent, which 
wouid have been necessary to such 
consolidation of items, not being 
forthcoming, the matter was dropped. 

The Railway Commission was again 
discussed in regard to the need of 
filling the present vacancy on the 
board. Hon. J. D. Reid intimated that 
the Government had been unable to 
consider the matter. | 

Hon. T. A. Crerar thought th# 
Board wo* getting along very well 
with its present membership and that 
Mrverai thousand dollars might be 
saved If the vacancy was not filled. 

A discussion of highways in On¬ 
tario occupied much of the time, of 
the committee 

Premier Massey. 

Hon. Charles Murphy called the at¬ 
tention of the Prime Minister to the 
fact that Premier Massey of New 
Zealand had given out an interview 
in Victoria, Ii.C., In which he said 
that New Zealand was prepared to 
negotiate a reciprocity treaty with 
Canada and that the constitution 
should be written for the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. Mr. 
Mut^hy asked tf Premier Massey 
waa going to confer with the Can¬ 
adian Government with respect to 
this. 

Premier Meighen replied that no 
request for a conference had been re¬ 
ceived from Mr. Massey, either on 
tho question of reciprocity or on any 
other subject. 

HIGHER'PAY FOR 

MANITOBA M.P.P.’S 

Winnipeg, May 7.—The final act of 
the Manitoba Legislature before end¬ 
ing th* work of Its session yesterday 
afternoon was to pass a bill raising 
Hie Indemnities or the members to 
$1,100, an Increase of $300 Karller In 
the afternoon the salaries of the Cab¬ 
inet Ministers had been raised by 
$1,000 to $4,000. 

No provincial income tax will be 
assessed In Manitoba this year, the 
law amendments committee of the 
Legislature decided yesterday fore¬ 
noon. 

The bill, which was promulgated at 
a recent conference of representatives 
from all parts of the Province, pro¬ 
vided that proceeds from the Income 
Tax Bill were to be collected by the 
Government and turned over to the 
municipalities and cities.

Not only the million Holders of $20,000,000,000 of American railroad securities and the more 
than two million railroad employees, hut every citizen who has a stake in the return to normal 
of industrial and. commercial conditions will ho concerned if, as a statistician for the railroad 
labor unions charges, inefficient management is posting the roads a bill of waste of more than 
$1,000,000,000 a year. This charge is part of railroad labor’s reply to the movement for a re¬ 
duction of railroad wages, the argument being that elimination of this colossal waste would 
make wage reductions unnecessary. When the Railroad Labor Board, a few weeJis ago, abro¬ 
gated the National Agreements, which fixed a single standard of working conditions for all rail¬ 
roads, the railroad managers regarded it as clearing the way for wtige reductions Which, they es¬ 
timated, would save the roads at least $1,000,000 a day. Now Mr. W. Jett Lauck, an economist 
employed by the railroad unions, accuses the railroad managers of part iu a “capital combine’’ 
which conspires to “deflate” labor, and he undertakes to show that the deflation should apply 
to management rather than to wages. \

A majority, however, agreed 
that the present Rom Bay cemetery 1 
would not last much longer, and thut | 
part of the‘remaining space Is so wet 
aa to bo unfit for burial purposes. 

A Serious Situation.

Ha pro¬ 
duced figures to show that "there is 
no occasion to rush into the purchase 
of a certtstery at the present time." 

Acting Mayor Kangster replied that 
since Alderman Sargents figures had 
been compiled it had lieon discovered 
that a fewer number of cemetery 
lots than originally anticipated was 
now available.

Cassidy: — R. R Wilson, Superin¬ 
tendent and Resident Manager of the 
Granby mine of the Q ranby Consoli¬ 
dated .Mining. Smeltlme and Power 
Co., at Cassidy, has tendered his 
resignation to take effect on June 1 
n»*t, after which Mr. Wilson will 
leave for Alaska, While Mrs. Wilson 
and f«mUy will visit relatives and 
friends in Fernle for a short liras be ¬ 
fore leaving for Ran Diego, Cal. 

" MY. Wtt — i la- a sun o f Mu W. R- 
WttgOB, president and general man. 
ger of the Crow's Nest Pass Coal 
Company. Mr Wilson took charge of 
the Qranby Company's colliery there 
two and a half years ago at the time 
of the Influenza epidemic, when 
everything was disorganised by rea¬ 
son of so many workmen being laid 
up by the ravages of the epidemic, 
uid completed the construction work 
which had been started by the Tay¬ 
lor Engineering Company. He amal¬ 
gamated the two organisations and 
built up an efficient and smooth run¬ 
ning organisation which resulted In 
in increasing of the production from 
100 tons per day in 1020, operating 
all the while In a virgin fiald and 
without extracting pillar coal. 

Not only has Mr. Wilson s manage¬ 
ment resulted In making the Granby 
min© at Cassidy the largest producer 
of any single mine In th© Province, 
but arrangements have been made, 
should trade conditions at any tint© 
warrant, to Increase the present ou'- 
put to 1,500 tons per day on the 
shortest notice and as soon aa re¬ 
quired.

OFTENITISEASYTO 
SEETHE FINISH OF 


Not Enough, or Careless 
Washing, Destroys Varnish 

Tou may mistreat the engine fre¬ 
quently before it begins to complain, 
but the finish of the car ran t>e mis¬ 
treated once or twice —then there Is 
little finish left to damage. 

Lack of washing or not knowing 
how to wash a car will go further to¬ 
wards ruining the appearance than 
any other thing. The varnish of a 
new car la benefited and hardened by 
washing with clear cold water, but 
mud that is allowed to dry upon the 
body takes the oil from the varnish 
and leave* the finish mottled and 
streaky. Dirt Is not the only enemy, 
for gasses from the garage, and even 
the atmosphere of some districts, at¬ 
tack the finish of the car that Is not 
frequently washed. 

Begin by cleaning the top. Take t» 
good stiff brusn and remove the 
dust; then either sponge it or use a 
soft cloth \ftith warm water and pure 
soap. A chamois kept especially for 
the purpoea will lend to hasten the 
drying. The top must not be folded 
until It Is thoroughly dry. The up¬ 
holstery. If of cloth. Is best cleaned 
by sponging with water containing 
a little salt and alcohol. If of leather, 
a woolen cloth dipped in dear water 
to which a few drops of ammonia has 
n added Is best 

In cleaning the chassis be sure to 
remove the nossle of the hose and 
flow the water over every part of the 
body. This will serve to wash off 
most of the dust und also loosen the 
mud. In cases where the car Is very 
dirty it is host to do this and then 
let it stand for a few minutes before 
going over it again with the hose. 

Then take a Soft sponge and follow 
the hose over the body. If certain 
portions are grease spotted these 
should be washed ' separately with 
pure water and castlle soap—but ex¬ 
cept In this one instance soap of any 
kind should be avoided on the body.

The officials of the Montreal Mot¬ 
orists' league ere working on the 
details of what should prove a valu¬ 
able addition to the advantages of 
membership, in the shape of a free 
towing service when cars belonging 
fto members are disabled or wreck e d 
within 20 miles of the city hall. 
Com pa m lively few of the automo 
bile agencies maintain a 24-hour 
service, and motorists meeting with 
an accident after dark are often at 
a loss as to where to get needed 
help, and are sometimes serious!) 
imposed upon in the matter of 
charge for such eotfrgency service. 
If satisfactory arrangements can be 
made, the league will maintain e 
free towing service for the nene 
fit of members, with three official 
stations, one In the east end. an¬ 
other in the north end. and a third 
In the west end of the city.

There is no reason why such 
a system could not he established In 
British Columbia.” say* Mr. Uneham.

The Loganberry Industry and: 
Other Features Advanced 
by J. C. Pendray 

Opinions of Victoria as a manufac¬ 
turing centre and as a tourist resort ; 
were given last night by J. C. Pend- I 
ray, who was again elected president . 
of the Victoria and Island Develop¬ 
ment Association. Mr. Pendray wss 
optimistic in ms outlook. 

"There are great opportunities for 
some Industries which might almost 
be called natural to Victoria or Van¬ 
couver Island, such as lumbering in 
all Its branches, fishing, coal mining, 
cement making, whaling Industry, 
etc., these are industriea which na¬ 
ture has bountifully helped us with." 
he remarked. 

Loganberry Industry. 

"A new and important opportunity 
has sprung up recently which, if 
properly developed, should mean 
much to Victoria and the Island, and 
It Is owing to the low price of Jams 
that this golden opportunity presents 
Itself to us. I refer now to the logon - 
l»erry industry. I have been inform¬ 
ed by Government officials that there 
will be at least 200 tons of loganber¬ 
ries this year, but that there is no 
market for them owing to the glutted 
condition of the Jam market, and also 
the fact that loganberry Jam has not 
yet become popularized nor as well 
known as other fruits. 

•This at first looks almost like a 
calamity for the fruit growers who 
have gone extensively Into the culti¬ 
vation of loganberries, hut If this sit¬ 
uation Is properly handled, and It Is 
j up to us. the citizens of Victoria and 
surrounding district to see that it Is 
properly handled, an apparent defeat

COUNCIL THROWS UP 

ITS HANDS FINALLY 

What la a>cabaret? 

What is a person of *known 1m- , 
moral character? 

What constitutes vulgarity? 

These are Just a few of the thorny 
questions with which the City Coun¬ 
cil grappled for an hour yesterday 
afternoon—and finally le/t unsolved. 
The aldermen frankly admitted fhat 
they did not know much about cab¬ 
arets. and City Solicitor If. S. Pringle 
did not disguise the fact that he. too. 
was wholly ignorant on the subject 
of modern Jaxs. Ho. after pondering 
long over that peculiar trait of hu¬ 
man nature Which leads young peo¬ 
ple into cabarets, the Council passed 
a few clauses in the new Cabaret By¬ 
laws. fixed midnight as the closing 
hour of cabarets and finally threw 
up its hand* altogether. When Mr. 
Pringle return* from the East short¬ 
ly, or perhaps before that time, the 
Council will grit Its teeth and tackle 
the whole question again. 

Difficult te Enforce. 

When the Council heard a clause 
which would force cabaret owners to 
eject from their premises all objec¬ 
tionable. noisy and vulgar person* 
and people of low moral character. 
Alderman Todd protested: "That's 
all very nice, but Is It practicable? 
-What’s going to haj»P*n to a pro¬ 
prietor if he makes a mistake In his 
opinion of a person's character?" 

"He might get Into serious trou¬ 
ble." City Solicitor H. 8. Pringle re¬ 
plied. 

"I take It he has power to eject 
anyone.” Alderman Woodward sug¬ 
gested. lie said that he understood 
that cabaret owners kept men at the 
doors of their premises to prevent 
undesirable people entering 

“Perhaps it would be better if they 
)ust continued this practice.” Mr. 

, Pringle urged _ „

adopted. 

May Be Traubl*. 

Debate on the same question arose 
again when a somewhlit similar 
clause was discussed. Alderman Todd 
feared that, in ejecting people from 
I his premises a cabaret owner might 
involve himself In serious trouble. If 
t he were brought into court for eject- 

* ing someone, the alderman said, the 
j court probably would rule that the 

city's by-law was worthless. 

“W« know lot* of people who are
